THE CZAR OF RUSSIA. 

He has a Will or His own. Which Cannot be 
Thwarted, 

Since the issue of the Peace Rescript 
from Moscow, the czar has been the 
most interesting figure on the Eur¬ 
opean stage. Unlike the Germkn Em¬ 
peror, he does not have the theatrical 
air of playing a grMt part. His stage 
presence is not impressive. He is a lit¬ 
tle under ordinary stature, alight in 
build, nervous in movement and ges¬ 
ture, and modest in bearing. 

The ozar bears close inspection well. 
He has an honest pair of blue eyes, a 
thoughtful face, and a quiet intensity 
of manner betokening will power and 
persistence. He is simple and unaf¬ 
fected, and has the stamp of sincerity. 

When the young sovereign ascended 
the Russian throne, he took a most ser¬ 
ious view of his^business as a ruler. He 
lx*gan like the new superintendent of 
a large factory. He looked over the 
ground, found out what was going on 
in every department, asked many ques¬ 
tions, and became an expert in (be 
business of state. 

His ministers soon learned that they 
bad a master with a will of his own, 
which could not be thwarted. Veteran 
servants of the crown have found it ne¬ 
cessary to support bis disarmament 
policy. His most influential advisers 
are heartily in favor of it. 

Chief amongst them is Count Mourav- 

jeff, who was transferred to the Min¬ 
istry of Foreign Affairs from the 
Russian enlbassy at Copenhagen, the 
most pacific of the minor European cap¬ 
itals. Another is Count Lamsdorff, 
who, by virtue of his long service, in 
the Foreign Office, has convinced him¬ 
self that a standing army is less im¬ 
portant than a flexible diplomacy. An¬ 
other is the Finance Minister, Mon¬ 
sieur de Witte, who has undertaken 
a series of great internal reforms 
relating to the currency, liquor traf¬ 
fic and public works, and insists that 
Russia must have relief from military 
burdens and the menace of war. 

These ministers make no pretence of 
managing or influencing the czar. The 
impulM has come from the superior 
will of an earnest and thoughtful sov¬ 
ereign, who is convinced that he has 
a great work to do for the world's 
peace. 

The personal qualities of the osar 
are of supreme importance, because the 
policy of perman^ntlj checking the mil¬ 
itary spirit and. partially disarming the 
hostile camps of the European nations 
depends in large measure upon them. 
He is not an amiable weakling, but a 
Bovereigrn with force of character and 
real enthusiasm, for a great cauae.

A FARMERS ICEHOUflE 

To erect a buildiufr 12 by 12 ft., 1^ 
ft. in heiirht, not imcluding the roof, 
select a locaticn somewhat sheltered 
from the direct rays of the sun isooB 
a strong stone foundation wall per¬ 
fectly level for the sills to rest upon. 
The inside otf the wall must be soUdlj 
banked around the snrth. The sills are 
d by 8 in strongly framed fogether. 
They may be either of sawed lumber 
or of timbenrs flattened upon two sides. 

The floor Joists are 4 by 8 in. A 
strong support should be plac.€d under 
the center of each joist. The studding 
are 2 by 11 In., placed in edgewise, thus 
forming an inside space of 11 in. for 
sawdust. The outside is of board.*?, nail¬ 
ed to the studding crosswise instead o£ 
up and down. The flooring is 2 In. 
boards. Use 12 ft. 2 in boards for roof 
plates. These should be placed across 
t(he tops of the studding and strongly 
spiked to them. Rafters are of 2 by 
4 in. material, spiked to the plates. The 
roof has a slope of 45 degrees and a 
ventilator 2 by 3 ft. The in.side boards 
should be nailed to the studding cross¬ 
wise. Fill the 11 in. space wiib saw¬ 
dust when boarding it up. Place the 
door, which is 26. in. wide, upon ths 
north side and let it extend from the 
bottom to the tup of the building This 
long door is to be dividod in^o ihres 
separate doors, thus making it more 
cx^nveoiout for putting in and taking 
out ice. 

To fill with ice, first put 12 in of 
sawdust on the floor, allowmg a space 
of 6 in. around the outside oi tl-e ice 
and next the inside L-oukIilik for 
saw’dust. Ihere will then le iciunn- 
ing 9 by 9 ft of ejmee Oor the ice 1 he 
ice should be marktxl out inio cakes 
of 3 ft. by 1 ft. before saw.ng This 
will fill the space imended foi it In 
placing the cakes in 
layer lengihw'ise, the next cr«/..-sw i.se, 
Ixiing particular to have the ice as lev¬ 
el as possible. 

It is also very nec'/esaary for ibe suc¬ 
cessful pi;e«ervaiion of the ice that no 
crevices or holes remain unfillel lo 
prevent this have ready a pail thick 
snow w'ater. If there is no snow, use 
fineJy cracked ice. also in w.iier \S i • h 
this fill all cracks, holes or rough 
places, so that the cakes of ice will 
fit smoothly and compactly together. 
By thus increasing its solidi'y it will 
keep much better than when packeii 
in the usual w'ay When filled., 20 
In or more sawdust on jive^top all 
over Ad ice-house laiiU'and fil ed in 
this manner has n<cv in it 4 ft of solid 
ice of last year’s filling, w'hich will re¬ 
main undisiurljetd when the house if 
again filled.

The originator of the Red Cross so¬ 
ciety, M. Henri Dunant, of Geneva, has 
now proposed another international 
movement, which, alas! is needed in 
every country under the sun. Its ob¬ 
ject is the protection and rescue of 
women and girls from the snares which 
scoundrels set for them. The Green 
Cross is its Insignia. 

Numberless are the means that might 
be useful for the purpose, but not more 
numerous than are the pitfalls cun¬ 
ningly prepared for victims. The most 
obvious, and perhaps the most usual 
way to help women, and girls who are 
epcountering dangers of which they 
are unaware, is to ph.ce agents of the 
Green Cross at the railway stations of 
the great cities, and protect arriving 
passenger^ at the moment when they 
are most helpless. 

The organization is already at work 
in Switzerland. Arrangements are be¬ 
ing made to introduce it in all the 
countries of Europe, and no doubt the 
movement will have devoted and en¬ 
ergetic promoters on this side of the 
Atlantic. There is no more worthy ob¬ 
ject gf humane endeavor than this, of 
world-wide importance, that remains 
and needs to \be done.

CHAPPED HANDS. 

There are tbne common caunes of 
chipped binds—condnnt exposure to 
water or to cold, or to the action of 
some alkali, such as is usually found 
in lb3 strong soap^i used in laundry 
woik and wash ng ell^hes. House¬ 
keepers who expose their hands wet 
with damp 8oap.suds to the cold win¬ 
ter's air are especially liable to thi.s 
affliction. Th3 dust pf sweeping and 
other housework frequ'ntly pene¬ 
trates into the cracks of the chapped 
hind.s and renders it difficult to heal 
tb'm, and a painful operation to wash 
tb m thoroughly with u hand or fle.-b 
bi u^h, as they should be washed. The 
only remedy for this is to wash the 
bsnds thoroughly, in spite of the pain, 
uni JUb tb m with rome soothing 
cream, until they are healed, wearing 
gloves at n gbt. Wheniver the han^is 
are exposed to di&bwater or coar.'^e 
soapsuds, S'jme acid preparation soft¬ 
ened by glycerin3 or cream thouid be 
used to counternot the alkali in the 
soap. Tb* h:«nda should never be ex¬ 
posed to the cold air when damp. As 
soon as you are through u-ing common 
so.ip, rinse your bands thoroughly in 
waim water and apply the acid prepar¬ 
ation. The limp'.e^t one likely to be 
convenient is a mixture of equal 
parts of vinegar and cream. A better 
preparation, which ought to be kept in 
n iKittle or some convenient place in 
tha kitchen, is composed of on'> part 
citric acid in solution and two parts 
of glycerine. Enunl parts of lemon 
ju *co and glycerine m<ay also b* u^ed. 
Any of these preparaticns will k ep 
tbi sk’n soft and free frpm chapping, 
provided the h*nd.H are always thor¬ 
oughly dried before th'y are expo ed 
to the cold air. •

ten moisture. Am the heaviest rainfall 
usually occurs when it 4s least needed, 
every effort should be made to preserve 
it for future use. 

A finely divided soil is capable of 
bolding an immense quanliiy of wa¬ 
ter. If the soil ia left in ita natural 
condition, tbia moisture will soon pass 
away, but by breaking up the surface 
at regular intervals, evaporation will 
be prevented and the moisture'largely 
retained. Plow deeply in spring as 
soon 041 possible, then stir tbareiftar 
with spring tooth burrows, smoothing 
harrows, clad crushers or any imple¬ 
ment which ia adapted to the |>e<'uliar ' 
soil. In the loose soils, shallow cul¬ 
tivation is preferred, while in those 
that are heavier, deeper stirring ig ad¬ 
visable. Weeds should never be al¬ 
lowed to become established. Stir the 
whole surface of the orchard tho^imgh- 
ly about three inches deep evei y m,wo 
weeks. The drier the season'll be of- 
tener stirring should take place. Plow¬ 
ing for the first two years will tend 
to send the roots deeper, where they 
will escape injury in time of drouib. 
The whole surface of the orchard .should 
be tilled. A careful man can plow 
within two feet of the trees and not 
injure them. 

If catch crops are grown in the or¬ 
chards, plow them under early, so ibat 
they will deaiy as quickly as iK>8.sibla. 
The chief value of these crops is for 
fall and winter protection and not 
spring growth. Old orchiird ir€e.>i stop 
growing before midsummer. Vigorous 
fillage from then on cease so that new 
growth will ripen sufficienily to with¬ 
stand cold weather. Fall plowing can¬ 
not be recommended for clay s<»ilH, a* 
these will puddle and become hard .'Uiti 
stiff. Hoed crops can. l)e grown to ad¬ 
vantage in young orchards, but even 
these should not be pbtnted close to 
the trees, and the distances should be¬ 
come greater every y«ir. After six 
or eight years all vigorous cropt»ing 
should cease. 

COVERING FOR WOUNU*^ 

In pruning fruit tree.s, the untre.it- 
ed wounds often heal quite as uell •» 
those that are treated with some cov¬ 
ering, but this is done at the expense 
of checking the growth and vigor of 
the tree or plant, rhis point ssenis 
to have become well established Prof- 
to have become well established. Prof. 
Curd Hay.Hi—“Taking all things togeth¬ 
er, nothing seems to l>e bettor for cov¬ 
ering the wounds made in pruning than 
common lead paint, which is closely 
followed hj grafting wax. The wax 
is sui>erior to paint in the imittcr 
of healing, but does not last as well 
and is not so convenient to apply, al¬ 
though in Warm weather, when ‘t 
workd well, there is little trouble m 
this regard. Coel tar is useful in pre¬ 
venting the wood from checking, but 
appears to be s positive hindrance to 
healing, so that, in spite of the fact 
that it stays well, there is IP t ie 
to recommend it. Pine tar is no aid 
to healing, being apparently a trifle de¬ 
trimental, while It helps only slightly 
in like matter of checking and dies 
not last well, therefore it has mHhiag 
to recommend It. Shellac ia a failure -1 
It does not last and neither aids the 
wound in healing nor to any appre¬ 
ciable extent prevents it from eh|ck'* 
ing.*'

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HOW TO WASH DISHES. 


Washing dishes is the ** bete noir ” 
of a housekeeper's life. She dislikes to 
do dishes herself, and her daughters 
inherit the dislike. They all imagine 
in the first place, that it "spoils the 
h inds," which is heresy, pure and sim¬ 
ply. Using a lot of soap, running out 
in the cold with damp hands, shovel¬ 
ling coul’into the grajLe without gloves 
—all these tend to ruin the hands. But 
dish-washing, properly done, softens 
them. The dishes should be gathered 
up, «le:ined of all scraps, and neatly 
pile(KoTj the dish table. Oceans of hot 
water will be necessary, but not a scrap 
of soap till the pots and kettles come. 
Silver comes first. Pile in the dishpan, 
and pour on scalding water, stir about 
with the dish mop, stand in the pan, 
IK>ur on more lx>iling water, and wipe 
on a dry, clean and so on through I 

the list, throwing out each pan of wa¬ 
ter and usuig fresh hot water for each 
new supply of dishes. The hot water 


takes off the grease, and rinsing 
makes the dishes shine. When it comes 
to washing the ironware, set each 
greasy piece on the stand, and fill with 
hoi water. Let this simmer a few min¬ 
utes while putting tthe other dishes' 
away. 'J’hen lake the kettle mop and 
l ulj the iron things briskly, and throw 
the water out. More hot water, and 
if scraping is necessary use a thick- 
lijiped oyster shell. More hot water,' 
with good, pure soiip in it, and clean 
mop, and the iron things are soon clean- | 
ed. 'I’lie real secret of easy dish-wash-| 
ing is plenty of hot water and clean i 
dish cloths and mops. 'I'hese should be 
w ished and rin.sed and hung out in! 
the air after each using. |

j Four thousand men are^engaged to- 
[ day in making Gibraltar one of the 
greatest coaling stations and depots 
for the refitting of warships in the 
world. It will take two jtr three years 
yet to carry out the plans for extend¬ 
ing the docks and other accommoda¬ 
tions required for the repairing of nav¬ 
al vessels and to secure perfect pro¬ 
tection from outward attack for the 
vast quantity of coal that is always 
kept in stock at that great station. All 
the improvements are to cost about 
«15,000,000. 

We hear most of all nowadays about 
the coaling stations that are needed for 
navies. They are, of course, equally 
essential for the merchant amrine. 
Throepfourths of the world’s commerce 
is carried on steamships, and the 
whole of the power used by all nations 
for the defenc^e of commerce depends 
upon the use of coal. Without se¬ 
curity of the seas there can be no se¬ 
curity of commerce, and so there must 
b^^ geographical continuity of coalir^ 
stations all around the world. Th s 
fact greatly impre^aed Great Hriiain, 
for it touches her very ex sfence. 
l/ook at her line of Government coal¬ 
ing stations along all the grea: trade 
routes.
